Mrs. Chadwick Now Confined in Jail. 


The Effort to Find Bail For Her 


Failed. 


"New York, Dec. 9,—In a scantily 


furnished cell in the gloomy Tombs 
Mrs. Cassie Chadwick passed the night. 
After a fruitless search for bail her 
attorneys gave up the fight, and Philip 
Carpenter, her chief counsel, stood in 
the corridor of the federal building at 
9 o'clock Thursday night when United 
States Marshal Henkel threw open the 
double doors of his office and led the 
woman out on the way to prison. Mrs. 
Chadwick was wan, tired and almost 
fainting. 
She made her way across 


the hall to an elevator, leaning heav- 
ily on the marshal's arm and that of 
her son, Emil. Behind them came 
her nurse, Freda Swenson, and Deputy 
Marshal Kennedy. The party passed 
through a double row of curious peo- 
ple to a carriage which was in waiting 
on the Broadway bide. 


When Mrs. Chadwick was arraigned 


before United States Commissioner 
Shields she was held in 515,000 bail, 
which she was unable to 
furnish. 


Lawyers representing her interests 
had sought in every quarter for some 
one owning real estate in Manhattan 
who wovld sign her bond, and the 
marshal had, out of sjmpathy for the 
woman, kept her in hi-s office hours 
after she should have been remo\ed. 
The endeavors of the lawyers were 
unsuccessful, rendering her imprison- 
ment necessary

CANAL ZONE 


To be Connected With United States 


by Cable if This Bill Becomes 


a Law. 


Washington, Dec. 9. — To connect 


the canal zone on the isthmus of Pan- 
ama with the United States by cable 
is the purpose of a bill introduced by 
Representative Wanger of Pennsylva- 
nia. 
The bill provides for the con- 


struction and operation of such a 
cable under control and direction of 
the postmaster general, the secretary 
of war and the secretary of the navy, 
the cable to be of American make and 
to be laid by American ships, provided 
the cost of an American-made cable 
will not exceed by 10 per cent the 
cost of a foreign-made cable. The 
total cost of the cable is fixed at $2,- 
000,000, and $300,000-is made immedi- 
ately available for its construction.

•was interviewed by a newspaper rep- 
resentative before being transferred to 
;he Tombs. In reply to questions she 
said Mrs. York of San Francisco was 
neither hersister,half-sister nor sister- 
n-law; that they had been raised to- 
gether.
